REMARKS 

Status Of Application 

Claims 1-15 are pending in the application; the status of the claims is as follows: 

Claims 11-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 101 as the claimed invention is 
directed to non- statutory subject matter. 

Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

Claim Amendments 

Claims 11-15 have been amended to direct the claims to the patentable subject 
matter of a computer program product in a computer readable medium. These changes do 
not introduce any new matter. 

35 U.S.C. S 101 Rejection 

The rejection of claims 11-15 under 35 U.S.C. § 101 as the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter, is respectfully traversed based on the following. 

Claims 11-15 have been amended to direct the claims to the patentable subject 
matter of a computer program product in a computer readable medium. MPEP 
§2106(IV)(B)(1) ("When functional descriptive material is recorded on some computer-readable 
medium it becomes structurally and functionally interrelated to the medium and will be statutory in 
most cases since use of technology permits the function of the descriptive material to be realized.") 

Accordingly, it is respectfully requested that the rejection of claims 11-15 under 35 
U.S.C. § 101 as the claimed invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter, be 
reconsidered and withdrawn.
